The  intention  and  the  orders  of  the 
government  of  the  Republic,  notified  to 
the  Agency  of  the  Confuls  by  the  Minif- 
ters  of  the  Marine  and  the  Colonics,  are, 
Citizens,  that  a  dilpohtion  of  thofe  arti- 
cles (a  copy  of  which  is  fubjoincd)  be  ex- 
ecuted with  the  greateft  punctuality. 

C  Here  follow  tbe  416  and  \"]tb  articles 
of  tbe  Ccnvvntion  between  ibis  country, 2nd 
France.) 

Every  one  of  you,  citizens,  in  that 
which  concerns  you,  aroto  require,  over- 
tee  procure  or  maintain,  with  the  utmoft 
exactitude,  the  ftriel  execution  of  all  thefe 
points.  This  injunction  engages  all  your 
refponfibility. 

All  the  Americans  whom  the  fat:  of 
war  may  have  brought  into  Guacaloupe 
or  its  dependences,  are  to  be  intlantly  re- 
leafed, 

In  cafe  of  the  abfence  of  the  perfons 
interelled  in  reclaiming  the  American 
property  captured  lincc  the  figningof  the 
treaty,  and  not  yet  definitively  condemn- 
ed, &c.  the  public  minilters  are  to  take- 
charge  of  the  bufinefs  for  the  perfons  ab- 
fent  ;  and  to  put  them  in  the  way  of  ob- 
taining, either  On  the  part  of  the  captors 
or  the  government,  the  fatisfaction  to 
which  they  may  be  entitled. 

In  cafe  of  the  arrival  at  Guadaloupe  or 
its  dependencies*  &t.  of  any  priz-s  cap- 
tured from  the  Americans,  the  commif- 
iaries  of  the  government,  delegates  or 
prize  commiliioners,  are  immediately  to 
intervene,  and  to  adopt  every  mealure 
for  prcferving  the  iinoreit  of  whoever 
may  have  a  right  to  it. 

All  captains  of  privateers  and  letters 
of  marque,  are  bound,  on  point  of  loling  I 
their  commilfions,  belides  incurring  the 
other  penalties,  damages,  &c.  to  conform 
'hemfelves  to  the  fpii  it  of  the  convention 
of  the  8th  Vcndemaire,  and  particularly 
to  the  4th  and  17th  articles. 

Copies  of  laid  articles,  and  of  the  pre- 
fers circular  letter,  will  be  this  day  an 
nexed  to  the  commiflions  of  all  veffels  of 
war  and  letters  of  marqe. 

All  privateers  and  letters  of  marque 
now  at  fea,  which  may  touch  at  Guada* 
loupe  or  its  dependencies,  &c.  (hall  be 
provided  with  the  fame  documents  by  the 
chief  of  the  war  office,  or  by  the  dele- 
gates or  commiffaries,  who  will  take  a 
receipt  for  the  fame  on  the  back  of  their 
commiflions. 

You  may  conceive,  citizens,  how  much 
damage  the  non  obfervance  of  thefe  dif- 
pofitions  may  caufe  to  the  public  treafu- 
ry,  as  well  as  to  the  owners,  captains  and 
fecurities  »f  the  privateers  and  letters  of 
marque.  Yourfelvci,  citizens,  have  the 
greateft  intereft  in  preventing  this  non- 
oblervance. 

The  functionary  who  by  prevarication 
or  negligence,  (hall  fuffer  the  lealt  infrac- 
tion of  the  claufes  which  have  been  jult 
made  known,  will  moft  certainly  be 
refponfiblc  in  his  perfon  and  property. 

You  will  htv'e  to  render  an  account, 
citizens,  each  in  your  feveral  (tations, 
for  the  execution  of  the  faid  claufes,  at 
every  opportunity ;  and  we  repeat  to 
vou  that  your  rc-fp onfibility  in  this  rei- 
pect  is  very  ferious.

No  Mail  Tesferday, 

On  Wednefday  laft  we  had  a  fouthern 
mail — the  principal  part  of  which  con- 
lifted  of  papers  and  letters  dated  in  De- 
cember and  January.

Mr.  Printer, 
The  following  extracts  are  copied 
from  a  letter  addreffed  to  Samuel  H. 
Smith,  (Editor  of  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer, a  paper  publifhed  at  the  City  of 
Wafhington)  by  Mr.  Abraham  Bradley 
inn.  AfSftant  Foft  Matter  General,  dated 
'  General  Pod-Office,  February  4,  i8oi  :' 
"When  communications  have  been 
made  to  the  poll  mailer  general  by  letter, 
hie  has  never  failed  to  give  them  proper 
attention ;  but  to  news-paper  publica- 
tions hs  has  deemed  it  not  worth  while 
to  make  any  reply." 

"  It  fhouM  feem  that  many  of  the  edi- 
tors of  news  paper*  e^[her  did  not  know 


elements,  or  elfe  confidered  them  fubjedl 
to  the  poft  mafter  general's  command. 
It  is  hardly  neceffary  to  flate  that  violent 
winds  and  ltorms,  and  ice,  will  at  times 
lender  it  impoffiblc  to  ferry  acrofs  rivers 
— that  irtc.ufiderable  runs  arc  fometimes 
fwclled  by  rains,  tw  the  fize  of  rivers — 
that  heavy  rains  or  the Lreskit.-  upoffro- 
aen  ground,  render  fome  roads  lb  deep 
that  it  is  impoffible  to  travel  on  them 
with  the  neceifary  fpeed — that  the  mail 
is  carried  either  in  Itages  or  on  horfe- 
^ack — that  poft-ftages  are  as  Viable  to 
reak  as  thofe  of  individuals,  that 
they  may  break  where  no  other  carriage 
is  to  be  had  for  a  number  of  miles — that 
a  horfe  may  be  overcome  by  heat,  may- 
fall  dead  with  difeafe,  may  become  lame 
or  unable  to  travel,  where  no  other  horfe 
can  be  procured — that  the  riders  may  fall 
uck,  and  many  other  accidents  may  caufe 
a  delay  of  the  mail.  Yet  fuch  is  the  fact, 
and  nineteen  out  of  twenty  of  the  fai- 
lures and  delays  that  do  happen,  arife 
from  unavoidable  accident." 

From  the  above  extracts  it  is  evident 
that  it  has  been  the  intention  of  the  poft 
mafter  general  to  pay  no  attention  what- 
ever to  news-paper  complaints  againtt 
the  poft  office  department  ;  notwithitand- 
ing  which,  it  feems  this  letter  was  writ- 
ten by  his  affiftaut,  in  anlwer  to  a  para 
graph  which  appeared  in  the  National 
Intelligencer  ol  the  ad  February  laft* — 
As  the  afiiftant  poll  mafter  general  has 
condefcended  to  pay  attention  to  that 
publication  contrary  to  the  previous  in- 
tention of  his  principal,  may  we  not  hope 
through  him  to  be  informed,  whether 
the  failures  in  the  mail  through  the  w:I- 
dernefs  to  Kentucky,  for  three  months 
pad,  has  been  really  owing,  to  the  incle- 
mency of  the  feafon,  high  waters  or  other 
accidents,  out  of  the  power  of  the  poft 
mailer  general  either  to  forefee  or  coh- 
troul,  and  that  he  has  received  vouchers 
to  that  effect ;  or  to  what  other  caufe 
thofe  failures  7re  to  be  attributed?  Alio 
whether  the  poft  mailer  general  has  been 
informed  (through  any  channel  to  which 
be  can  give  credit)  ot  the  miftakes  which 
have  been  conftanily  committed  fince  the 
eftablifhment  of  diftributing  offices,  by 
which  letters  and  packages  pal's  through 
the  offices  where  they  ought  to  be  depo- 
sited, to  the  extreme  parts  of  the  flate, 
and  in  many  instances  do  not  return  for 
two,  and  fome  tines  four  weeks;  and  if 
he  has  received  fuch  information,  whe- 
ther any  fteps  have  been  taken  to  reme- 
dy this  evil ! 

Should  the  poft  mafter  general  conti- 
nue to  difregard  news  f  per  complaints, 
it  is  hoped  the  pect'.'e  will  not — but  that 
the  rc'IpcftaMe  citizens  in  the  different 
parts  of  this  lUte,  will  convene  at  conve- 
nient places,  and  join  in  a  remonllrance 
to  the  executive,  aguinft  the  abnfes  com- 
mitted in  that  department,  it  being  the 
only  probable  mode  of  obtaining  redrefs.
